highest priority and eight required data base coverage 
The target list included six primary airfields and 
eight naval complexes. 


2 ' Mission Data as Flown : Penetration of denied terri- 
made good at the southern end of Hainan Island at 
6 9 ,000 feet. The flight proceeded as briefed over China. 

Exit from denied area was at 2353N 11745E. Of the COMOR 

targets planned for coverage, 26 were photographed. In 
addition, coverage was obtained on 17 other COMOR targets 
and eight bonus targets.
